Republic’s Captain  Says
Italian Steered Wrong.

PRAISE FOR WOMEN PASSENGERS

They Never Lost Their Heads In
the Most Trying Situnations
and Acted Like Heroines,

He Declares.

New York, Jan. 20.—Captain Sealby
of the White Star steamer Republie,
who was rescued from drowning nfter
be had leaped from his sinking ship
sonth of Nantucket, declared todny
that the Itallin Lloyd liner Florida
wns to blame for the loss of the He-
public and her cargo and for the loss
of the baggage of her passengers,

“The Itallan steered wrong.' sald
Captain Realby, “and struck the Re-
public amidships. Something went
wrong with the Florida's steering
wheel, A quartermaster had the wheel
when the commander yelled for it to
be jammed to starboard. He put it to
port instend, and the Florida crashed
into us.”

Another version of the story Is that
the man dropped his wheel in a panie
when danger Impended. Both versions
agree In saying that the commander
felled the quartermaster with an iron
spike following what he must have
considered  the seaman’s recreancy.
Possibly the verdlet of a marine court
will be needed to determine the blame,

Captain Sealhy gave the warmest
prulse to the conduct of the women
passengers. He said they never lost
thelr heads even In the most trying
situations and “acted like herolnes."”

“It was a mighty fine sensation
when 1 felt n strong hand seize me by
the hair when 1 came up the second
time,"” sald Mrs. Allee Morse Eurle,
the author, who fell from the dory as
she was being transferred from the
Florida to the Baltic.

“I had about given up hope, and in
the brief time that I fancled was al-
lowed me hefore I becnme unconscions
1 was trylng to reslgn myself to my
fate. I cannot swim, and 1 knew I
conld never suve myself, but 1 felt
myself rising through those horrible
green depths, and then 1 felt 1 man's
hand sclze e by the halr, It pulled
my halr terribly—I think 1 lost a lot
of it—but 1 prayed that it wouldn't let
go, and when [t pulled me to the edge
of the hoat that brown face of the
Ttallan snllor, the fiest thing 1 saw,
was the most welcome sight In the
world, He was o brave and a strong
man, and he polled me into the dory
annided.”

Mrs, Herbert 1. Griges, who had a
narrow escape, safd that she occupied
staterocom 30, pext to the two rooms
oceupied respectively by Mr. Mooney
and Mrs, Lynch, who were killed.

“Coming on near daylight,” she sald,
“I had fallen uto a nap when there
was a4 terrific crash which sounded
like a report of u cannon, All T re-
member of 3t was that 1 was covered
with debris,

“Hverything wos in absolute dark-
ness, | was plaoned down by wroecknge
and could wet move. I think I lost
vonscion=ness, 1 remember that 1
kunoeked revegtedly on o plece of wood
that Iny over wy head. Then T erled
out as loudly as I eonld.

“Abont that thne T heard the volee
of my bedroom steward, who sald:

“CThere's o woman in there. T know
there's o lady in that berth. Let us get
hoer out,*

“Thiey pushed their way in by ham-
mering down gome of the debrls, and
Hoberis, with & eabin boy, brought me
out and carrvied me through the wreck-
ed Murplhy cabin, then through an-
othier wrecked cabin and into nn alley-
wny, where 1 was revived.”

Mrs. E. MeCready and ber danghter,
Miss Grace McCready, were in state-
room No, 28, one of the five to recelve
the bruut of the colllslon. They es.
caped without n scrutch by what Mrs.
MeCrendy referred reverently to as an
act of divine Providence,

“It was only the will of God that
saved our lives," she declared. “for we
were thrown from our berths and piled
with wreckage. A great plece of iron
became wedged over us, but did not
tounch ue, and weé managed to crawl
out nnscathed.

“We saved only our dressing gowns
and fur wraps, All my jewelry and
other clothing is at the bottom of the
sea, but for that I care nothing. That
we escaped with onr lives was a mir-
acle”

Harry SBavage Landor, the African
explorer, & pussenger on the Baltie,
was emphatic in his pralse of the
pluck and bravery of the American
women aboard the Republic.

“Never In my life,” sald the ex-
plorer, “have 1 seen such splendid
werve exhiblted by human belngs as
that displayed by the American wom-
en after the terrible ordeal through
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which the passengers of the Republic
were forced to go.

“Transferred from one sinking ship
to another and finally to the decks of
the Baltic, they showed marvelous
fortitude and nerve. It was enough to
bring the tears to one’s eyes. Imagine
those women, In wet night attire, with
hair bangling dlshevelled and wet from
the ocean spray—not one complaining
or protesting. They had lost their be-
longlogs, aod their lives had been
thrice endangered, but they were ac-
tually cheery. It was a spirit that
cheered us all,

“One of the noblest spirits of that

noble band of shipwrecked humans
was the Countess Pasolinl, nn Ameri-
can girl, the wife of an Italian noble-
man, When she eame nboard the ship,
wet and bedraggled, ghe went at once
to the steernge nnd began to minister

| to the unfortunate women of the

Bteerage, She forgot her own miseries
to lessen those of others, It was a
magnificent sight.”

General Brayton Ives, one of the
Republic’s  puassengers, spoke with
much bitterness of his treatment on
the Republic after the collision. &
sald:

“From the thine of the collision 1
saw no officer of the ship for hours.
There were stewards around, smoking
binck pipes In the faces of the women
phscengers, bol not one officer to di-
rect them, to encourage the women
nnid children, to give Information or to
quell panie,

“I own a yacht
about reafaring matters to Know pret-
ty well when such an emergency is
being handled properly. 1 say that
the handling of the Republic after the
wreck was  conspicuously  ineflicient
and consplenouns Ly s absence,

“The first and only time I saw the
captain was when he appenred on the
bridge and =ald that it was consider-
ed necessary to move us to the other
ship, the Floridan., 8he was lying o
quarter of a mile awny, He said that
ull the women nod children would be
tnken first. The women and ¢hildren
were separnted from the men, and the
loading into the bonts was speedily
done. But T saw no officer supervis-
ing this work.

“No officers of the Republic aceom-
panied us to the Florlda. There was
no officer of the Republic there 1o
care for us. We were left to the
courtesy of the Ttallan captaln. He
did the best he conld, We had some
potato soup and waccaronl,
wis dirty and In disorder. It was as
incomfortable as an Italinn emigrant
ship could he. We were kept on deck
In the rain all the time, with no seats
even,

“There was o long, unnecessary de-
Iny in making ready for the transfer
to the Baltic, during which the sea
nnd wind were constantly rising. 1
wis told they were haggling abont the
terms of salvage,

“My whole critlelsm of (he affair =
summed up In the neglect of the Ite-
pnblic’s otficers in not accompanying
their paussengers and looking out for
thew and the way the captain left
everyhody to shift for himself. What
clse did e have to do, once he saw
Low badly his ship was damaged, ex-
cept 1o take eare of his possengers?
He never enme near us.”

29 DAYS IN MESSINA RUINS.

Alilitello managed to escape from un-
der the walls of a honse a few days
ufter the earthqunke, fleelng in terror
t Ahe outskirts of the town. For a
thne e sustained life with herbs, bt
ut length fell exhausted under a pile
of wreckage, where he was found by
the soldicrs,

mitg bave been Issued to individuals
to excavate on their own premises. A
large number of people ure now en-
gaged In this task, and bundreds of
dend bodies are belng removed.

“If the Republic lay In ten fathoms
l'it might be possible to pump her out,
| provided there was a period of good

weather lasting for several weeks
| Where the ship lles 1a open ocean and
exposed to the gales from every polnt
| of the compnss. She s a total loss.
They won't even be able to get any
eargo out of her."

Benator Attacks Alleged "Evils
Money Power.”

Washington, Jan. 20.— The alleged
evila attending gambling In the prod-
ucts of the soil by the sale of futures
on the exchanges was the subject of
a passionate speech delivered by Sen-
ator Jeff Davis in the senate. Mr. Da-
vis denounced what he declared to be
evils of the “money power" and refer-
red to the acts of Caesar In securing
laws to suppress usury and in obtain-
ing legisintion for the benefit of the
poor of Rome, followed by his tragic
death when, “surrounded by the
treachery of the money power. twenly-
three knife wounds plerced bis body,
Mlustrating the terrible fate that les
fn the puth of any man who seeks to
shake loose from the throat of any
government these parasites of weaith
that attempt to control the destinles
of the government.” He further said:

“The money power of this govern-
ment s (reading upon dangerous
ground., They do not know or else
they do not care that the people are
already ground down with taxation
and the welght of government until
thelr backs are nlmost broken beneath
its load. 1 wonld not be an alarmist,
but 1 predict here and now that unless
congress turns a listening ear to the
lamentations of an outraged public
within ten years the red broom of war
may sweep this government as It has
pever been swept before, and when
| that day shall break in all its fary
woe to the crowd working in the field
of legislation that have Inld these
grievous burdens upon the backs of
the crowd working in the field of hu
man endeavor."
